and  in  addition  to  this  it  must  also  be  taken  into  account  that 
the  Town  is  receiving  gratis  water  which  would  cost  $363.00 
if  the  Water  system  was  in  the  hands  of  a  private  company. 

The  Commissioners  arranged  for  the  cleaning  of  the  Reservoir 
but  were  disappointed  in  getting  the  help  and  have  been  obliged 
to  defer  this  needed  work  till  next  year. 

The  main  has  been  extended  up  Norway  Hill  to  a  point 
nearly  opposite  house  of  W.  D.  Fogg.  Owing  to  the  excessive 
cost  of  iron  pipe  and  taking  into  consideration  the  reduced 
pressure,  it  seemed  advisable  to  use  the  wooden  pipe  for  this 
purpose. 

The  total  expense  of  this  extension  approximately  610  feet, 
for  material  and  labor  amounted  to  $918.62;  next  season  we 
shall  probably  install  another  hydrant  at  the  end  of  this  ex- 
tension. 

It  seems  advisable  at  this  time  to  make  a  reduction  in  the 
rental  charge  for  sill  cocks,  owing  to  the  short  time  this  service 
is  used,  and  perhaps  thereby  encouraging  new  subscribers;  it 
will  be  necessary  to  take  a  vote  of  the  town  to  this  effect  and 
we  have  therefore  recommended  that  this  vote  be  taken  and 
the  rental  reduced  from  $6.00  to  $3.00.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 

To  the   School   Board   of   Hancock: 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  second 
annual  report  for  the  school  year  ending  Aug.  31st.  1920. 

School    Buildings 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  school  house  improvement 
adopted  by  the  local  board  and  approved  by  the  State  Board 
the  building  in  the  number  seven  district  has  been  greatly 
improved.  This  building  has  been  somewhat  remodeled.  New 
windows  have  been  put  in  on  the  north  and  west  sides;  the 
seats  have  been  changed  so  that  now  the  light  enters  the  build- 
ing from  the  pupils  left  and  rear  entirely.  This  is  as  it  should  be. 
The  proportion  of  lighting  surface  to  floor  space  is  also  adequate. 
There  is  still  one  obstacle  to  perfect  lighting  here.  The  building 
is  surrounded  by  shade  trees.  When  these  are  in  foliage  they 
obstruct  the  light  which  would  otherwise  enter.  Of  course, 
during  the  winter  months,  when  the  leaves  are  off,  the  trouble 
is  not  so  pronounced.  These  trees  surrounding  the  building 
should  be  thinned  out.  The  light  which  would  thus  enter  the 
room  is  of  much  more  importance  than  the  beauty  of  the  trees. 
When  this  is  done  the  lighting  will  be  entirely  adequate. 

At  this  school,  also,  a  door  has  been  cut  in  the  north  side  and 
a  covered  passageway  has  been  built  to  connect  with  the  toilets. 
This  is  a  great  improvement,  as  children  no  longer  have  to  go 
outside  the  building  in  the  snow  and  slush  and  mud  to  get  to 
the  toilets.  The  stove  has  been  jacketed  which  improves  the 
heating  of  the  room  greatly.  This  would  be  improved  still 
more  if  a  pipe  were  to  connect  the  jacket  with  the  outside  air 
through  a  hole  in  the  wall.  This  would  allow  a  sufficient  amount 
of  pure  air  to  enter  the  room  and  be  warmed  before  coming  in 
contact  with  the  children.  An  arrangement,  also,  could  be 
constructed  to  take  the  impure  air  from  the  room  at  very  little 
expense.  On  the  whole  the  building  is  in  much  better  condition 
than   a   year   ago. 

Nothing  has  been  done  to  the  building  in  the  Center  as  yet 
to  bring  it  up  to  the  standard  set.  This,  no  doubt,  will  be 
attended  to  during  the  coming  summer  vacation.  The  expense 
involved  will  not  be  large  as  only  a  few  minor  changes  are 
needed  to  bring  the  building  up  to  standard.  The  tinting  of 
the  walls  and  ceilings  and  the  opening  of  one  or  two  new  windows 
are  all  the  changes  that  will  be  necessary. 

One  point  I  should  like  to  mention  again  and  emphasize  a 
bit,  and  that  is  the  matter  of  school  house  cleaning.  School 
rooms,  at  least  at  the  opening  of  each  term,  should  be  clean  and 
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neat,  and  none  of  the  left  over  dirt  of  the  previous  term  should 
be  left  to  confront  the  teacher  and  pupils  on  the  opening  of  the 
new  term.  As  I  said  in  my  report  of  last  year,  the  fall  and  spring 
house  cleaning  habit  of  the  home  should  be  the  rule  at  each 
school   building,   and   should   be   executed   with   thoroughness. 

Attendance 

From  an  examination  of  the  statistical  table  appended  it  will 
be  observed  that  the  attendance  and  punctuality  for  the  year 
ending  Aug.  31st.  was  an  improvement  over  the  previous  year. 
The  per  cent  of  attendance  was  91.6%  compared  with  89.1% 
of  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  tardinesses  was  233  com- 
pared with  348  of  the  year  before,  a  decrease  of  115.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  a  large  part  of  this  improvement  is  due 
to  the  better  record  of  the  High  School.  We  are  hoping  that 
the  record  for  the  present  year  will  show  an  even  greater  improve- 
ment. We  should  not  be  satisfied  until  our  record  surpasses 
the  state  average,  at  least,  which,  by  the  last  state  report  is 
91.6%,  and  even  then  we  should  not  be  content  unless  it  rep- 
resents, the  best  possible  record  for  us.  The  number  of  tardiness, 
especially,  should  be  reduced,  as  this  is  an  evil  which  can  largely 
be  overcome  by  the  display  of  a  little  more  energy  on  the  part 
of  children,  and,  perhaps,  parents  as  well. 

For  the  first  eighteen  weeks  of  the  current  year,  including 
the  three  schools  in  the  village,  there  have  been  75  cases  of 
tardiness,  and  the  per  cent  of  attendance  has  been  94.6.  If 
this  record  can  be  kept  up  for  the  next  18  weeks  we  shall  have  a 
good   year   in   this   respect.

General    Work 
The  work  in  the  schools  is  along  the  lines  heretofore  followed. 
Emphasis   is   being   placed   upon   the  work  in  Arithmetic  and 
English.     By  means  of  drills,  standardized  tests  etc.  it  is  hoped 
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to  improve  the  work  in  these  two  subjects.  It  ought  not  to  be 
possible  for  children  to  finish  the  elementary  grades  without  a 
good  working  knowledge  of  the  ordinary  processes  of  arithmetic, 
and  without  the  ability  to  express  themselves  in  good  English, 
and  to  write  it  correctly. 

The  primary  grades  in  reading  more  than  competed  the 
requirements  last  year,  and  from  present  indications  will  do  as 
well    this    year. 

Teachers 

The  High  School  has  a  complete  change  in  the  teaching  force 
this  year.  In  the  grades  Miss  Emerson,  a  graduate  of  the 
Keene  Normal  school,  took  the  position  in  the  intermediate 
room  held  last  year  by  Miss  Gibson.  At  number  7  Miss  Annie 
Welsh  has  been  compelled  to  give  up  for  a  time  on  account  of  ill 
health  and  Mrs.  Miller  is  substituting  there  at  the  present  time. 

The  average  yearly  salary  of  teachers  this  year  is  $905,  com- 
pared with  $653.40  for  last  year.  This  represents  an  increase 
of  $252,  which  is  about  the  average,  I  think,  over  the  state. 
All  of  the  teachers,  we  might  add,  are  either  college  or  normal 
graduates,  or  teachers  of  large  experience.

The    High    School 

By  the  aid  of  the  state  department  the  course  of  study  in  the 
High  School  has  been  revised  somewhat  in  order  to  make  it 
easier  for  the  teachers  to  handle.  The  revision  does  not  change 
the  number  or  character  of  subjects,  but  modifies  somewhat 
their  arrangement  in  the  program.  Even  with  the  present 
arrangement  it  is  difficult  to  find  a  place  for  all  the  subjects 
in  the  daily  program,  but  the  problem  has  been  worked  out  in 
a  satisfactory  way  by  Mr.   Felker  and  his  assistants. 

One  new  feature  in  the  program  this  year  is  a  period  for  super- 
vised study,  where  all  students,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
teachers,  are  directed  in  the  right  methods  of  study  and  prep- 
aration of  lessons.  This  ought  to  prove  a  very  helpful  period, 
but  owing  to  the  fact  that  some  classes  have  to  be  put  into  it  its 
full   benefit   cannot    be   realized. 
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The  installation  of  the  boys  toilet  is  an  improvement  greatly 
appreciated.  Quite  a  bit  of  the  work  was  done  by  the  boys 
themselves. 

In  the  fall  an  exhibition  was  given  of  the  agricultural  work  of 
the  boys,  and  the  work  done  in  Domestic  Arts  by  the  girls.  This 
was  very  instructive,  and  certainly  was  a  credit  to  the  school. 

Enthusiastic  basket  ball  teams  have  been  formed  and  quite 
a  number  of  games  have  been  played  with  outside  teams.  These 
games  have  been  well  supported  by  the  towns  people. 

The  Senior  class  put  on  a  play  during  the  winter  which  was 
very  creditably  done.  Such  activities  keep  alive  the  right 
spirit   in   the   school. 

The  Costs  of  Schools 

The  increasing  cost  of  schools  and  of  everything  that  pertains 
to  education  is  a  fact,  viewed  by  some  with  anxiety  and  ap- 
prehension, and  by  others  with  a  keen  appreciation  of  the 
necessity  of  keeping  the  training  of  the  youth  of  the  country 
at  the  maximum  of  efficiency.  It  is  a  fact,  of  course,  that  the 
cost  of  education  has  greatly  increased.  If  it  were  not  so,  we 
might  justly  surmise  that  its  efficiency  was  being  lowered. 
In  the  rapid  rise  of  the  cost  of  all  kinds  of  human  activities  it  is 
not  to  be  wondered  at  that  education  has  felt  the  effect.  That 
it  has  responded  in  undue  proportion  to  this  rising  tide  is,  we 
may  safely  assert,  not  the  case.  Probably  the  reverse  is  true, 
and  if  comparative  figures  were  at  hand  we  should  find  that 
the  cost  of  schools  have  not  increased  at  the  same  rapid  rate  of 
many  other  forms  of  activity.  However  this  may  be  all  realize, 
probably  as  never  before,  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  schools 
at  a  maximum  of  efficiency.  If  this  involves  greatly  increased 
cost,  this  must  be  met,  with  an  added  determination  that  full 
value  must  be  returned  for  the  expenditures  involved.  This  is 
the  important  phase  of  the  problem.  If  the  schools  are  to  cost 
a  great  deal  more  we  may  justly  demand  that  they  return  more 
to  the  community  in  a  fuller  development  of  the  boys  and  girls, 
resulting  in  a  richer  civic  and  economic  life.  The  schools  must 
be  maintained.  In  all  the  present  unrest  and  turmoil  which  is 
sweeping  over  the  world,  we  must  look  to  the  schools  as  one  of 
the  stabalizing  factors  in  the  situation.  And  especially  is  this 
true  in  a  democracy  such  as  ours  where  the  general  intelligence 
of  the  people  is  the  prime  condition  of  stability.  Therefore,  no 
community  can  afford  to  let  its  schools  deteriorate,  not  only 
because  of  the  calamitous  results  to  itself,  but  also,  because  of 
the  danger  involved  to  the  state  and  nation  as  well.  No  com- 
munity can  be  a  law  unto  itself.     It  touches  other  communities 
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in  so  many  important  ways  that  a  weakness  in  anything  so 
vital  as  education  is  bound   to  affect  the  whole. 

With  a  hearty  appreciation  of  the  help  and  cooperation  of 
the  School  Board  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  interest  of  the 
community  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools  this  report  is

SCHOOL   REPORT 

To   the    Citizens    of   the    School    District    of    Hancock: 

Owing  to  the  peculiar  situation  at  Concord  regarding  appro- 
priations under  the  new  Educational  Bill,  at  present  writing  it 
is  impossible  to  make  definite  and  complete  recommendations 
as  regards  money  needed  to  complete  the  year  ending  August 
31st  1921  or  for  the  year  following,  but  same  will  be  presented 
to  the  voters  in  detail  at  or  before  our  School  Meeting. 

During  the  last  summer  the  alterations  ordered  by  the  State 
Board  at  No.  7  school  have  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $313.27. 
This  we  think  is  a  real  improvement  to  the  school,  the  light 
being  much  better.  There  has  also  been  added  a  galvanized 
iron  jacket  for  the  stove  which  ensures  a  more  even  temperature 
at    all    times. 

We  shall  ask  for  the  needed  money  to  make  the  alterations  at 
No.  1  school  as  ordered  and  will  complete  the  work  this  summer. 
During  a  time  when  efficient  teachers  were  exceedingly  scarce, 
we  were  fortunate  indeed  in  securing  the  services  of  our  present 
force.
